AN unconfirmed rumour persists 

-% in Dublin fishing circles that the 
city’s trawler fleet may be tied 
up early in the New Year 
because of the new Retail Fish 
Price Order. | 

With present handling costs, the 
high price of coal, the cost of 
the ice req and the 
numerous “ overheads,” it may 
be impossible for trawle? owners 
to operate under the new con- 
ditions. 

The extent to which the new 
Order has affected the smaller fish 
dealers was illustrated to an Jrish 
Times reporter on Saturday. One 
of the City Market’s twenty “ fore- 
stallers “—people who buy fish from 
market wholesalers and. sell it 
again to street traders and retail 
shops purchasing small quantities— 
said that he used to purchase £400 
worth of fish of all classes weekly; 
but last Friday he could only obtain 
3441b. of white sole. Yet he would 
require to selk about a ton of fish 
other than herrings and mackerel 
to earn £5. He-said that it was 
only a matter of weeks before all 
the “ forestallers ” would have to 
close down, so that at least an 
additional 200 persons would soon 
be added to Eire’s unemployment 
figures 

When the “forestallers” went 
out of business, he added, the 
city’s street fish traders would go 
with them. ~the-new Order, } 
the “forestaller” purchased a five- 
stone box of mackerel at 35s., and 
sold it to the street traders at 35s. 
10d., which meant that, after por- 
terage fees of 3d. had been paid, 
he earned 7d. profit per box. The 
position was similar in®regard to

On Saturday morning he had 
been at the market at 7 a.m., but 
was unable to get a stone of fish. 
To carry on under present condi- 
tions would mean losing £10 
weekly.

IS Irish university education demo- 
cratic? Men and women attend- 
-- ing eve lectures in National 
‘Univ say that it is not; that 
thére are sharp tions 
between. day and evening 
students, and the evening 
students are hampered in many 


> Ways. 
Mr. J. O'Kelly, M.A. a teacher 
‘aduate, who attended evenin 
ectures in the National Uni- 
_ versity, said that there were 


many objections to the iesst 
policy pursued in that - 


In the first place, he did not con- 
sider it a true university at all, since 
it lacked the atmosphere and social 
contacts of a residential university, 
which were so necessary for the 
development of: the student, and 
‘particularly of the evening student, 
who spent his days in anything but 
an academic atmosphere. 

He thought that. Mr. de Valera, 
Chancellor of the University, . had 
shown his feelings towards the uni- 
versity in the matter of research 
when he set up a research institute 
—the Institute of Advanced. Studies 
—independent of, and outside, ‘he 
university. Further, even if the 
National University could be 
regarded as a true university, said 
Mr. O'Kelly, most of the. higher 
degrees in the Faculty of Arts 
were closed to the evening student. 
He could obtain a Pass B.A. or 
B.Comm.,° but not an. Honours 
degree, and without an Honours 
degree. it was almost impossible to 
get .anM.A.-or. M.Comm.,-not. 
mention a doctorate. 


TEACHERS HIT 

“The day student with his honours 
‘in the ginaiy degree could proceed 
to thé Master’s degree by the simple 
process of writing a major thesis; 
the evening student was precluded 
from this course, and, if permitted 
to proceed at all, must write a minor 
thesis and also submit to a difficult 
written examination. Moreover, 
since an Honours Primary degree 
was essential for lucrative posts and 
for professorships and lectureships 
in the. university and in other col- 
leges, the evening student was thus 
excluded from these positions. 

Mr. O'Kelly said that hé con- 
sidered this invidious treatment of 
evening students as hitting teachers 
particularly hard. The discontinuing 
of Saturday lectures, leading to the 
M.A. degree. in Education, was 
deeply resented by the teachers of 
Dublin. It was most important for 
the country as a whole that the edu- 
cation of teachers should be as wide 
as possible, but everything possible 
was being done to make it difficult 
for teachers to benefit from the ad- 
vantages of a university education. 

In University College, Cork, the 
same tendency was becoming ap- 
parent. Recently the Saturday lec- 
tures leading to the Higher Diploma 
in Education were discontinued; the 
matter is engaging the “teachers of 
Cork at the present time. 

In other countries everything pos- 
sible was being done to put univer- 
sity education on a truly demo- 
cratic basis. Here in Ireland the 
reverse was happening, and the 
situation was that the rich man 
could be better educated than the 
poor man. 

An example of the discrimination 
against evening students was given 
by Mr. Dufficey, B.A. 
who stated that when Local Govern- 
ment officials approached U.C.D. to 
ask for a series of evening lectures 
in public administration, they were 
refused. On approaching Trinity 
College with the same: request, it 
was granted, and a series of lectures 
by eminent authorities: was given. In 
the first year 30 students started, 
and the second year the number 
was more than doubled. Moreover, 
these evening students could become 
members of all the college societies, 
and were. welcomed into the social 
life. of the college. Conscientious 
Catholics are now precluded from 
these facilities.

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Preserving 
Irish in 
Gaeltacht 


[N an attempt to halt the spread 
of English in Gaeltacht areas, 
the eighteen months’ old National 
Gaelic Congress (Comhdhail 
Náisiúnta na Gaedhilge) is about 
to insist on the complete Gaelicisa- 
tion of all services catering for the 
people of those districts, an Irish 
Times reporter learns. 

An exhaustive sufvey of the atti- 
tude towards Gaelic. in the 
Churches, Civic Guards, courts, all 
Government services, and athletic 
and social’ clubs is to be made. The 
newspapers, periodicals and books 
penetrating into the Irish-speaking 
districts are to come under examina- 


Since the organisation may be 
said to owe its origin and spread 
to Mr. de Valera, it is probable 
that. its recommendations in regard 
to Government services will be 
adopted. For years the Gaelic 
League has been “ plugging ” com- 
pulsory Gaelicisation of those ser- 
vices, but the ‘League's violent 
attacks on the Government have 
made its proposals in this respect 
more or less ineffective. 

If the Congress succeeds in in: 
troducing compulsory Irish to Gael- 
tacht services, this will be its first 
constructive accomplishment. It 
has not yet been made clear how 
it will be able to induce dance hall 
committees and social clubs to 
transact . their business solely in 
Irish. . 

One of the biggest difhculties is 
expected to be met in the attempt 
to’-Gaelicise the churches. At the

FARM LABOURERS’ 
WAGES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The public is aware that 
farmers are compelled by law to 
till a certain specified proportion of 
their arable land, and that a per- 
centage of this proportion must be 
sown under wheat. If the farmer 
fails to comply with the law,. he is 
rigorously and rightly prosecuted. 

But what the general public may 
not know is that all the hard work 
a into the land by the farmer and 

is men may bé set at naught and 
sabotaged by a group of agitators 
whose policy is to upset labour at 
the most critical moment. For the 
consequences of their policy, which, 
where it succeeds, nullifies the 
Government policy, there is at pre- 
sent no legal: remedy. 

To give you a case in point: On 
Thursday last 1 started threshing at 
my farm in Tallaght. This entailed 
the engaging of a mill and some 
fifteen extra men. Before engaging 
these men, and having previously 
ascertained that the wages paid to 
casual labour working with this mill 
had been at the rate of 2s. per man 
per hour for the whole season, I 
put it to the men that I would pay 
2s. an hour, and asked if they were 
satisfied: “They replied that they 
were perfectly content, and one man 
éven went so far as to say that that 
was the normal rate. 

All went well until Friday after- 
noon, when two gentlemen came to 
my yard and informed me that they 
were trade union officials, and that I 
was not paying the correct wages 
rate, which, they said, should be 
2s. 6d. an hour. The Government 
has, of course, fixed no rate for 
labour of this type, and 1 refused 
to increase my rate which was 
already higher than I had paid last 
year, and which had been agreed 
to by the men, both union and non- 
union members. The officials then 
did their utmost to stop the mill 
working. However, none of the men 
left their work;-and, after the re- 
moval of the officials, threshing con- 
tinued satisfactorily till the end of 
the day. 

The following morning these same. 
Officials, with the entire threshing 
gang, were at my gate, but the mill 
was not allowed to start. Rather 
than give in to a gross breach of 
contract, I instructed the millowner 
to remove his mill. I have two days” 
threshing still to do, and see no way 
of getting it done, The grain is re- 
quired for food; I need the straw 
to make manure, without which I 
cannot put back into the soil the 
fertility that the Government has 
compelled me to take out of it. I 
am the poorer; tfie soil is the 
poorer, and the consuming public is 
the poorer, as a result of this irre- 
sponsible interference with 
tented labourers. 

Mine is not an isolated case. There 
is no security for farming under 
such conditions. Already the 
Government fixes the farmers’ tillage 
area; fixes the price of what he pro- 
duces, ai... fixes a minimum agricul- 
tural wage. They must do more, Let 
them fix a rate for casual labour, 
taking all factors into consideration; 
and then let them devise such legal 
machinery as will protect the farmer 
and the public from occurrences 
such as I outlined. As things 
stand at present, the farmer “ takes 
the rap” from the Government if 
he disobeys the Tillage Order, and 
from labour leaders, whose demands 
are arbitrary and _ unrestricted.—

FILM NOTES 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


AS many critics hold that, to 
obtain the best results, a film 
script writer should direct his own 
material, provided, of course, that 
he is technically qualified to do so, 
it is intefesting to note that two of 
this week’s new films are directed by 
the men who wrote them. One of 
these films is American, the other 
is British. Both are highly original, 
thoughtfully written, and more than 
capably acted, but, whereas the 
Hollywood film has all the drive and 
precision that we have come to 
associate with Preston Sturges, the 
British production meanders through 
a wealth of emotional situations and 
social problems as _ varied and 
impertinent as the subjects dealt 
with in a lively Dail debate. To 
particularise, The Great Moment 
(Capitol) is a highly competent 
piece of entertainment; A Canter- 
bury Tale (Savoy) is imaginative 
and stimulating, but regrettably in- 
coherent. :

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Control of Inland Fisheries 
Urged to Avert Decay 


need for a pablic body which 
. would control . Bire’s inland 
fisheries was remarked upon by 
several well-known salmon and 
trout anglers when interviewed by 
our Angling Correspondent in the 
last few days. i 
The general trend of their 
opinions is that (1) one of Eire's 
test assets is her tourist trade; 
4) probably the most lucrative type 
of tourist entering this country in 
normal times is the s ; and 
(3) virtually nothing is being done 
to make the country more attractive 
to this type of tourist, who is 
primarily ‘concerned with the quality 
of the sport he will get during his 
stay. In addition, the native sports- 
man is a potential large spender. 
Those British anglers for whom 
a lease of a first-class trout stream 
at home. is too expensive, have for 
over a century regarded a visit to 
Ireland's lakes and rivers as the 
next best thing; but in recent times 
the fishing has deteriorated and 
nothing is being done to stop the 
rot. 
In the West of Ireland, where 
the country is dotted with lakes, 
most of them connected by rivers 
to the sea, there was formerly 
excellent salmon and sea-trout 
fishing to be had. Now, however, 
except in a. few cases, the rivers 
have been allowed to tlLecome 
choked with weeds, which deny the 
salmon and sea trout :ccess to the 
lakes, and thus interfere with the 
normal course of their breeding 
and multiplying. 


TOO DEAR 

Most of the rivers and lakes still 
offering good sport are controlled 
by syndicates or hotel proprietors, 
and their charges are beyond the 

ket of all but the well-to-do. 
hose who can afford to meet these 
demands have no assurance that 
the ms i they spend, or any part 
of it, will be used to improve the 
fisheries. Boatmen and attendants 
have little or no interest in the 
matter, because their earnings from 
the fisheries are slight and usually 
leoked on as an unimportant side- 
line. In many cases they regard 
the visiting angler as a natural 
object for exploitation. 

w a letter, a well-known fisher- 
man writes:— 

“It is a sad reflection that the 
amount of legislation governing our 
inland fisheries has merely served to 
perpetuate the disabilities under 
which the sport has laboured. The 
division of the country into a 
multitude of fishing districts, each 
governed by a Board of Conser- 
vators, compels the salmon and sea 


trout angler to take out a licence 


tour. The functions of — these 
boards, so far as the improvement 
and preservation of fishing are con- 
cerned, in many cases are 0 to 
question. They are apparently un- 
able to control the lution of 
rivers and streams in their districts, 
as witness the destruction of a 
grand trout river in the Dublin 
district.” | 


GALWAY’S CASE 


“The method of representation on 
these boards is unsatisfactory and 
unfair, as was revealed at a recent 
election of the Galway Board of 
Conservators,” says this correspon- 
dent. “There, a local angling 
association sought representation on 
the board, but, as the control of 
votes was in the hands of a local 
fishery proprietor, they were unable 
to secure a seat. The Minister 
for Agriculture, who is supposed to 
have jurisdiction over our fisheries, 
pointed out to the aggrieved candi- 
dates that he had no power to in- 
tervene in the matter. Cross-Channel 
anglers were so amazed and put- 
raged by such a display of dictator- 
ship that several articles and con- 
tributions appeared on the subject 
in many of their sporting journals.” 

A case demonstrating the serious 
effects of overlapping jurisdictions 
is the E.S.B.’s Liftey reservoir, When 
the effects of the disease, which has 
almost wiped out the trout in the 
reservoir, were first noticed by 
anglers, they gees notified the 
Department of Fisheries and the 
E.S.B. These two bodies disclaimed 
any responsibility in the matter, and 
all the warnings of the Dublin Trout 
Anglers’ Association and local 
angling bodies were ignored. Only 
when the fish were dying in hun- 
dreds was an investigation started. 


CENTRAL BODY 


The obvious solution for -the 
trouble is to vest the fishing rights 
of Eire’s lakes and rivers in a cen- 
tral body. Perhaps, the Irish 
Tourist Board could undertake the 
work. Whatever body got the job. 
should be given powers covering all 
uspects of fishery preservation and 
maintenance, and should have at its 
disposal an advisory committee. 
Everybody wishing to fish in Eire 
should be able to get a licence 
which would be valid in any part of 
the country, us is the case in many 
European and other countries 

‘The capital needed for such a 
body’s work need not be large, a 
large part of it would be made 
up of revenue from licence fees, and 
a great deal of voluntary assistance 
would be given by angling organi- 
sations.

FIRE’S EXPORT TRADE 
SHOULD BE EXTENDED

Sie. GOVERNMENT BY BOARD 


While many.— are 
legislative powers to: Ministers 
and civil servants, little is heard 
about another development in 
the technique of modern‘ govern- 
ment. How many of our readers 


| have any idea of the number and 


the functions of State boards and 
commissions, of, sub-departments 
and statutory authorities, whose 
powers and discretion savour of 
law-making authority? ~ Is it a 
fact that the decisions and actions 
of these semi-State authorities are 
less subject to ‘parliamentary 
review than are those of fully- 
fledged Government  depart- 
ments? Is it the case that many 
of these  quasi-independent 
branches of government exercise 
powers which, for practical pur- 
poses, are virtually free of 
effective parliamentary control? 
What is the number of such 
txtra-departmental authorities? 
What are their functions? Were 
they inherited from the days of 
“ Castle ” government? To what 
extent do they represent new 
instruments devised to meet the 
ever-increasing growth of State 
and bureaucratic activities? ‘In 
pre-Treaty days the number and 
diversity of “Castle” boards 
were subjects of popular ridicule. 
Strange as it may appear, not 
one of these bodies—with the 
exception of the Local Govern- 
ment Board—has_ disappeared. 
The archaic Board of Works, 
with its three Commissioners and 
independent secretariat, remains 
as an imperium in imperis of 
the Department, of Finance. 
Likewise, the Land Commisison, 
the Irish Lights . Commissioners 
and other boards continue to 
operate as semi-independent insti- 
tutions. Among the more 
important bodies later created 
are the Revenue, the Civil Ser- 
vice, the Local Appointments and 
the Merchandise Marks Com- 
missions. Into different categories 
fell “the formation of the 
Electricity Supply Board, the 
Tourist Board, the Hospitals 
Trust Board, the Central Bank 
Board, Aer Lingus, the Irish 
Sugar and Alcohol Companies, 
the Turf. Development Board, the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
‘the Industrial Credit Company, 
as well as the many companies 
formed, with State aid, to deal 
with emergency needs. Latest, 
and most pervasive, of the State 
responsibilities that have been 
devolved on _ semi-independent 
authorities is the organisation of 
rail and road transport. While 
all these, and other, State boards 
and bodies of commissioners, 
have widely different constitutions 
and powers, they have cer- 
tain very important common 
characteristics. Directly or 
indirectly, they are dependent on 
State subsidies _ or... guarantees. 
Nevertheless, their transactions 
are not subject to review by the 
Controller and Auditor General. 

In all cases, Commissioners 
and executive heads are appointed 
by the Government. In many 
cases, they are controlled by 
mixed bodies of directors, of 
whom some are appdinted by 
Ministers and others by bodies of 
private shareholders. Some are 
permanent bodies, “with per- 
petual succession and a common 
seal,” while others are designed 
ultimately to become self-sustain- 
ing commercial institutions. An- 
other interesting fact is that most, 
if not all, of these bodies were, 
so to speak, created ad hoc to 
achieve some particular purpose 
which the Government and the 
Legislature deemed to be 
desirable. Thus, a considerable 
number of new wheels have been 
added to the administrative 
machinery that was said to be 
needlessly cumbersome and com- 
plicated when Saorstat Eireann 
came into being. When one 
regards the fact that the powers 
of most, if not.all, of these new 
sub-departments and semi-official 


}companies and corporations had 


to be defined in separate statutory 
enactments, is not at all sur- 
prising that the majority of our 
legislators find themselves lost in 
intricate mazes of legal defini- 
tions when they are called on to 
review the reports and accounts 
of extra-departmental organisa- 
tions. The inevitable con- 
sequence of these complexities is 
a serious decrease of Parlia- 
mentary control and a _ corre- 
sponding augmentation of depart- 
mental and  sub-departmental 
personnel and authority. Hence 
comes the need of a means by 
which to restore some modicum 
of democratic control. How can 
that purpose be achieved?, A 
first and practical step, we 
suggest, would be to extend the 
operation of the Controller and 
Auditor-General’s department to 
cover annual eviews of the 
activities and accounts of every 
board, company and corporation ' 
that «is - wholly or © partly 
dependent on Exchequer grants 
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.Christmas-is coming, the geese 
are getting distinctly uneasy 
about their acceptability as life- 
insurance . prospects, and the 
civility of messenger boys is at 
its annual zenith: Now the 
grocers boy touches his cap 
respectfully as the mistress of the 
‘house comes to the door; now 
the milk boy finds occasion to 
ring the bell and have a word 
with her personally; now the boy 
who delivers the newspaper 
silences his customary piercing 
whistle, and steals about in the 
dawn like an efficient mouse. 
Postmen, as they heave the groan- 
ing bags of Christmas mail up to 
the doorstep, soothe their aching 
backs with the thought both of 
the joy and of the gratitude of 
the recipients. Dustmen bewail, 
for the only, time during their 
year’s work, the fate that has 
made them collect the bins at 
garden gates and has cut them 
off from personal contact with 
the householders. All over the 
suburbs there is an air of brisk- 
ness, of good humour, of courtesy; 
for the Christmas box season is 
here. Nobody knows—or perhaps 
it would be more accurate to say 
that nobody cares—exactly how 
the custom of the Christmas box 
originated.

No security 
can be offered to the housewife 
against the malpractice of such 
a hypocrite; but there is ample 
compensation in the genuine 
gratitude of the more worthy 
recipient of a Christmas box.

ing proposals for the “reform of 
the educational system’ in Ireland. 
I am tempted to ignore this docu- 
ment; from that course I am de- 
terred by the fear that by withhold- 
ing my comments at ‘stage I 
might perhaps be doing you an in- 
justice, and accordingly I have 
decided to issue for. your guidance 
in the. matter—and strictly without 
ae geomtig few relevant notes 
queries. 

irst, Í am not at all clear as to 
the status and authority of the body 
from which this memorandum 
emanates, They speak of - them- 
selves as the ‘Northern Ireland 
Government.’ Perhaps: but please 
note that I find nowhere in our 
Constitution, nowhere in our ex- 
cellent Statute Book, any provision 
for, any sanction for such a com- 
mittee. The very phrase ‘ Nor- 
thern’ Ireland savours terribly of 
pedantry. Rush, true, is not Lusk; 
yet neither Rushians nor Luscars 
find any indignity in the common 
use of one railway station. The 
paper, too, comes to me—I assume 
the post-mark is genuine—from Bel- 
fast where, unless I am mistaken, 
1 recall having founded some years 
back the “United Irishmen,” a 
patriotic lodge dedicated to 
accomplishment of automony of 
customs, local government and 
militia. So much for chauvinism, 
selfishness, and disregard for eternal 
values! 

_ What we have now to consider 
is a proposal to open “the univer- 
sities” to poor children in Northern 
Ireland! In point of fact, of 
course, this amounts to a threat of 
invasion—there is, as you know, 
only one university in Ireland, 
Dublin University, No. 86 Stephen’s 
Green, and my information is that 
accommodation there is limited. 
But there is a broader approach 
to this matter. Let me at this stage, 
quote the ipsissima verba of our 
beloved Editor, late of Ruhleben: 

“At present it is clear that 

many children of marked ability 
are compelled to leave school at 
the age of 14 because their 
arents are unable to afford the 
ees and other expenses involved 
in sending them on to a secondary 
school. A fortiori,. it follows 
that they are excluded almost 
entirely from the universities. 
With inferior education, these 
poorer children are at a dis- 
advantage in the labour market; 
in general, they are forced into 
the humble and badly-paid jobs, 
while positions of responsibility 
go to the children of richer 
arents.” 

Say it with great respect, but 
say it I must; I find this to be 
utterly untrue. 
poverty is a holy state; schemes 
which provide for its abolition 
would be fatuous were they not 
wicked. The happiest days of my 
‘life’ were spent in poverty (and 
will again if I don’t sell those 
horses), What I have known of 
wealth, preferment, entitlement, 
praemium—all would barter for that 
inner stillness of mind that has for 
its handmaids humility, chastity, 
poverty. Moreover, I see no point 
in being rich if one is to be 
deprived of the spectacle of 
poverty on every side. Apart from 
all that, how laughable the notion 
that “education” opens to one 
* positions of responsibility’! How 
many ‘educated’ men of your 
acquaintance, dear reader, have 
bought and paid for immense 
farms, houses, tons of tea, 
whiskey, tobacco, since nineteen and 
forty-one? How many ‘educated 
men known to you are without 
overdrafts? How are your own 
mortgages this morning? That girl 
that left the room in floods of tears 
as you came in—she answers the 
phone here and that’s the only 
thing she’s permitted to answer— 
would you believe that she’s a 
Ph.D., did a thesis on Homeric 
metaphors and their influence“ on 
Dante’s imagery that was the 
wondher of the world? Would you 
believe that? 

_ Ah, no, you see—the whole thin 

is wrong. The poor ‘should be left 
alone; they have enough to put up 
with without Latin paradigms, 
algebra, etc. Being poor is a whole- 
time occupation, and one not 
shameful. 
in Ireland, would tend to destro 

the whole hierarchy upon whic 

human nature is based. Everybody 
on the earth is going to be ‘ insured’ 
shortly; I think that should be 
enough for the present century.

Yesterday’s performance of Handel’s 
“Messiah” in the Capitol Theatre, 
Dublin, by * the Dublin Oratorio 
Society, was dedicated to the late Mr. 
John Turner Huggard, who. was the 
founder and conductor of the Society, 
and for over twenty years gave so 
much pleasure by his presentation of 
the great Oratorio. The standard 
yesterday was worthy alike of its 
founder and of the Society’s record. 
The choral work was, in the main, 
first-rate, with the parts balanced, and 
plenty of tone. Mr. Edgar Boucher, 
Mus.B., who has. succeeded his teacher 
and friend as the conductor, handled 
his task admirably. His tempi 
generally were in the traditional style, 
though he did rather rush “ Why 
the Nations” and “Let Us Break”; 
and there’ was a bad slip in picking 
up the change to “But Thou didst 
not Leave His Soul.” 

The soloists yesterday were all from 
the North of Ireland. James John- 
ston is always at his best in oratorio— 
he has such grand breath control and 
mastery of phrasing, and he was 
always singing at his ease. Hooton 
Mitchel, who has become so popular 
with Dublin audiences, again gave a 
most impressive reading of the bass 
music. He has a splendid declamatory 
style, and delivers his music with fine 
dramatic power. Mary Johnston, a 
soprano new to Dublin, has a light 
lyrical voice—not parti ly big as 
to volume, but with excellent carrying 
power. She sang “ Rejoice Greatly ”

ROFESSOR L. G. PARSONS, 

Dean of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine in the University of Birming- 
ham, pleaded to-day for a co- 
ordinated hospital service. At pre- 
sent, he said, there was no system; 
instead there was a collection of 
institutions for the care of the sick, 
some of which were disgraceful 
buildings, which could only be 
called sheds for beds. Although 
nearly all advances in medicine and 
surgery had taken place in the 
voluntary hospitals, they had failed 
miserably in one respect, and that 
was that they did not look after 
the chronic sick. Every hospital 
should have a “chronic block,” to 
which patients were admitted only 
after they had been “vetted” in 
the acute hospital. It would then 
be found that some patients were 
not chronic, and could be cured or 
so treated that they could earn their 
own living. 

Local Elections 

Candidates for local elections, 
which are being held next Novem- 
ber, are already at work convass- 
ing and putting their machinery in 
order. . The contests are expected 
to be the liveliest for years. The 
electorate will be much greater be- 
cause the register of local electors 
is, for the first: time, to be the 
same as that of Parliamentary elec- 
tors. 

There will be many more 
vacancies than’ usual, as all mem- 
bers who have been co-opted to 
local bodies since the outbreak of 
the war have automatically to re- 
tire or seek re-election.

The total disappearance of the 
European wolf would be a matter 
for regret, since its influence has 
been more important than that of 
the bear on the habits and thoughts 
of European man.
